An  Ac t to  assimilate  certain  enactments  in  force  in  Eastern  and 
Western  Bengal  to  amend  certain  enactments,  and  to  repeal  certain 
other  enactments. 


Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  ex  lend  certa  in  enactments  of  the  Bengal 
Legislative  Council  to  Eastern  Bengal,  and  lo  extend  certain  enact- 
ments of  the  Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam  Legislative  Council  to 
Western  Bengal  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  also  expedient  that  certain  formal  amendments 
should  be  made  in  enactments  in  force  in  Bengal ; 

And  whereas  it  is  also  expedient  that  certain  enactments  in  force 
in  Bengal  should  be  repealed  ; 

And  whereas  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Governor-General  has 
been  obtained,  under  section  5 of  the  Indian  Councils  Act,  1 892,  to  the 
passing  of  this  Act ; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bengal  Laws  Act,  1914, 

2.  In  this  Act, — 

( f ) "Eastern  Bengal1'  means  the  territory  mentioned  in  Part  I of 
Schedule  A to  the  Bengal,  Bihar  and  Orissa  and  Assam  Laws  Act, 
1912,  and 

(2)  “Western  Bengal”  means  the  territory  mentioned  in  Part  II  of 
that  schedule. 

3.  The  enactments  specified  in  Schedule  I are  hereby  extended 
to  Eastern  Bengal,  to  the  extent  mentioned  in  column  4 thereof

Act,  1866,  is  in  force.
